The few anti-Semitic refer- 
ences include one to "the Jewish complexion of communism," another to "the 
subversive character of Zionism.'* 

The Sedition Case. Published by the Lutheran Research Society^ of Lowell, 
Ariz. Self-described as "The Story of America's Greatest Legal Battle — the In- 
famous^War Time Sedition Tnal/* it says "no "accurate appraisal of- the sedition - 
case can be made without postulating the fundamental fact that it was laid in the 
Gestapo wing of B'nai B'rith, known as the ADL." 

The Eleventh Hour Bulletin, Organ of the Lutheran Research Society, it 
"resumed publication Icbruary, after a lapse of two years. Editor Lawrence Reilly 
expects to publish regular monthly issues to reawaken his crusade against Christian 
"modernists'* and "smear-spray*' organizations. 

/ Testify, Author and publisher: 82-year-old Edward Edmondson of Bend, 
Ore. This 2 8>-pag^to^e is largely a compilation of Edmondson's anti-Semitic 
writings through tj^ic yedrs.

Britton |sec: Facts, Mar. 1 95 3 ], the 3 3 year-old publisher of a slick, four-page, 
ami Semitic fortnightly called The American Nationalist, 

In his Nov. 23, 195 3 issue Britton, who operates out of Inglewood, Calif., fea- 
tured a slanted, inflammatory piece on the Kibya incident to show how "the para- 
sitic state of Israel added another chapter to its already blood-spattered record . . 
Last January he got his reward — a $5 00 check from the Arab League. Made payable 
to Tlie American Nationalist, it was signed by Rachad Mourad, former Egyptian 
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consul general in New York who has since moved up to a new job as propaganda 
chief in Washington, with diplomatic rank of counsellor. 

The payoff was for services rendered: the article had been written by Omar 
Haliq of the Arab League, then shipped to Britton for publication. With the 
check came an order for more copies, 10- to 20,000, which the Arab League will 
underwrite. 

Rachad plans more such "publishing deals" with Britton in the future.

T^EARLY 90 dynamite bksts have echoed around the country in the last two 
years, aimed mainly at Jews, Negroes and sincere Christian citizens who 
1 ave publicly backed these groups. FBI and internal security agents had long 
iJeen on the bombers' trail, but when a $100,000 gash was torn in the Jewish 
Temple at Atlanta, Ga., last October, a grim and startling fact leaked out for the 



first time. 

Practically every operation 
fitted into a mtional pattern 
which, authointies believe, ' 
was etched by a loose-linked 
network of American neo- 
I fascist f3:roups peppered 
around the country. 

This hate corps, smashed in 
the 40s when it openly supported

FASCISTS DEfAAND 
AN AMERICAN HlTLEk 

Since mid-October, in New 
York and other states, I have 
been seeking: o^-it i-he men and 
the o'l-onps tailored into the net- 
work of hate and violence, listen- 
inir to their boasts and threats 
and admissions, reading their 
printed ravinj^s, checking on 
their connections. I have com- 
liared my findings with the 
officials wlmse job it is to fit the 
confused jigsaw puzzle together. 

In the process, aspects of this 
conspiracy that at hrst seemed 
Avildly^lTO^ti^istent or bordering 
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on fantasy gradually fell into 
line and made sense. 

The fascists, many of whom 
still strut at closed gatherings in 
facsimiles of the N$Lii Brown- 
shirt uniform, spew out hyster- 
ical propaganda against^ Amer- 
ica's government and institutions 
and openly urge their replace- 
ment with a Hitler (or Khrush- 
chev) style corporate state. 

What at first appears to he 
only misplaced or demented ideal- 
ism turns out on closer examina- 
tion to be surreptitious big bus- 
iness. In some cases, the annual 
turnover runs well into six 
figures. 

The men behind this hate 
racket revere Adolf Hitler. One 
of them, a ruggedly handsome, 
fuehrer-minded Virginian named 
George Lincoln Rockwell, whose 
name has been linked with the 
men on trial for the Atlanta 
bombing, expressed the general 
idea for all his fellows when he 
told me: 

''Adolf Hitler was a gift from 
an inscrutable Providence. He 
was a world savior in his time."

Madole said it *'had set off a 
chain reaction from President 
Eisenhower ... to five unem- 
ployed nationalists who are being 
legally crucified ... to appease 
the Jewish vote. An unprece- 
dented wave of publicity has 
swept the entire United States 
calling for the suppression of all 
^hate literature,' " 

By "hate literature," Madole 
explained, he means *'any publi- 
cation which has the temerity to 
criticize the un-American ac- 
tivities of the Jew and his 
multimillion-d o 1 1 a r propaganda 
agencies." 

*'Let us," Madole continued, 
"analyze the facts. Which group 
has gained more from the veri- 
table epidemic of bombings and 
dynamitings culminating in the 
Atlanta explosion?" 

The dynamitings in Clinton, 
Nashville, Jacksonville, Miami 
and other Southern cities, Madole 
said, have been used by the Jew- 
ish press "to rally Catholic and

Moreover, he added, "reports 
of bomb threats and the wave of 
violence, bombings and 'hate 
literature' around the country 
brought pledges of increased con- 
tributions to support the Ameri- 
can-Jewish Committee and the 
B'nai B'rith." 

"Quite obviously," said Madole, 
who stares as he talks, with wide 
eyes that never flicker and seem 
to be focused on outer space, *'the 
Jews were the only group to gain, 
both financially and economically, 
from the dynamitings.

The Foreign Agents Registra- 
tion Act, 1938, As Amended, is spe- 
cific. Any person or organization 
engaging in propaganda in behalf 
of a foreign power must send the 
Justice Department a half-yearly 
report listing its staff, activities, 
income and expenses. 

The Arab Information Office, 
which now has branches in Wash- 
ington, Chicago, San Francisco 
and Ottawa, opened its New York 
headquarters in March, 1955. 
BELIEVED TO HAVE 
$1 MILLION BUDGET 

Conflicting statements by per- 
sons connected with the Al'o and 
the various Arab states delega- 
tions to the UN has created some 
confusion over the size of the AIO 
budget. Rahim reportedly told 
diplomats when the office first 
opened that he had received an 
initial $400,000 and a further 
$300,000 later in the year. 

The general impression in dip- 
lomaik-drcles is that A ID \ 
arinuai fyii^get hovers some^^Here 1 
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around $1 million, A conference 
pf the A ra b League^^-axmiJive 
early in* 1958 \vas reported to 
have considered an appropriation 
of* $1 million a year but there is 
no record that it was voted 
through. 

In any case, the AID return to 
the Foreign Agents^ Registry at 
the Justice Department in Wash- 
ington reports that it received 
$2,500 in December, 1954, to set 
up its New York office. Receipts 
for its first year totaled $130,- 
000 and expenses were about the 
same. 

Today, with a much larger staff 
ftnd five offices instead of one, 
income and expenditures are no 
higher. 

There seems also to be conflict- 
ing estimates on the size of the 
AlO staff. Its latest return to 
Washington, dated Sept, 3 last, 
lists 15 staff members, three of 
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Avhom were stated to have re- 
signed during the previous six- 
iTfionth period. 

Any exac't tally is complicated 
by the fact that each half-yearly 
report lists some new staff mem- 
bers and shows several others is ^ 
having quit. 

, When I asked acting ATO chief, 
Prof. Hussein Kamel Selim, m 
New York, how many persons he 
had on his staff he said: "About 
27." He added that the operation 
was running on a shoestring 
budget and they had just been 
forced to close the TV-radio sec- 
tion for lack of funds. 

SMALL BUDGET, 

RAISED EYEBROWS 

Selim normally heads the Wash- 
ington branch of the AIO and 
draws an annual salary of $14,400 
from the local office appropria- 
tion of $25,000. Rahim is paid by 
Egypt through the Yemeni gov- 
ernment and neither his salary 
nor hig allowances need be re- 
ported. . 

The smallness of the AIO 
budget caused the eyebrows of 
several Washington officials to 
rise when it was brought to their 
notice. 

A senior accountant of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, a man of 
long experience with corporation 
accountsr told me: **That*s as 
small a shoestring as I've seen. 
Kven with the total staff of 15 
reported I fail to see how an or- 
ganization with five branches can 
fu nction on $130,000 a y^ r> - j 

As ft c&fiap&rhon, the Jusuc« 



Department offered the e.Kpeiidi- 
tures reported by other foreign 
agents. The South African Tour- 
ist Corporation with a staff of 
only two and one office, spends 
$131,000. The Swiss 'National 
Tourist Office .in its New York 
branch alone spends $200,000 and 
has a staff of 26. The Indian In- 
formation Office spends $191,^00 
and tiny Portugal reportfed $140,- 
000 spent in New York with a 
staff of 17. 

A major power like Britain, on 
the other hand, with offices in 
several cities, spends more than 
$1 million on information, $270,- 
000 through the British Broad- 
casting Corp., and another $801,- 
0)0 on its tourist 'bureaus. 

But the propaganda field is one 
in which money moves in mys- 
terious ways. It is not even prov- 
able that the Arab Information 
Office is cooking its books. The 
penalties for any breach of the 
law ai'e severe. 

DIPLOMATIC |•^fMUN^Tlr 

COVERS THE CASH 

But there is nothing to pre- 
vent the Egyptian embassy or 
UN delegation, or those of the 
other Arab states involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the AIO. 
Moving behind their shield of dip- 
lomatic immunity their finances 
are not controlled in any way by 
the U. S. authorities. 

JVhatever monies pass to the 
American racist groups would 
certainly be handed over in cash. 
Even here there is no difficulty in 
avoiding official scrutiny. In any 
free money market, like Lebanon 
or Switzerland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to New 
York, dollars can be bought in any 
quantity without the transaction 
being recorded. 

Since diplomatic bags are sacro- 
sanct, there is no way of telling 
how much cash, if any, is brought 
here in this way. 

Except for Gerald L. K. Smith, 
none of the race groups has any 
special obligation under law to 
report either the amount of its 
income or its source. Smith is in 
a separate category because his 
i Christian: National Crusade takes 
' an active, if never welcome, part 
in political campaigns and elec- 
■ tions. This obliges him to report 
his expenses and income to tho 
Clerk of the House of Represent- 
atives under the Corrupt Prac- 
tices Act. 

Smith, whose' Cros*? and the 
Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, 
picks his favorite candidates in 
every Congressional and Presi- 
dential election and Siinounces 
that his "National PoHcical Com- 
mittee" will throw tho full weight 
of it« support behind the chosen 
ones. 

In MO, for example, Smith 
hu»-'ca his movement behind the 
I/ixiecrats' States Rights ticket, 
headed by Gov. J. Strom Thur- 
mond of South rnrrUina 

Thurmond denounced the offer 



by declaring: "We do not Invite | 
and do not need the support of , 
Gerald L. K. Smith or any other 
rabble rousei's who use the race 
pi'ejudice and class hatred to in- 
flame the emotions of the people." 

Smith switched his support to 
New York's Tom Dewey and 
Irving M. Ives, (lOP nominees for 
Governor and U. S. Senator; Rob- 
ert M. La Follette, GOP Senato- 
rial candidate from Wisconsin, and 
three Wisconsin Representatives. 
All repudiated him '*with vehe- 
mence" and Dewey and Ivcs jointly 
declared him *'beneath contempt 
. . . and wholly un-American." 

In 1049, Smith's announced de- | 
cision to b^ick Johp Foster Dulles , 
for U. S. Senator from New York l 
drew this declaration fjom the ' 
present Secretary of State : 
"Smith is not a citizen of our 
state and he has no business here. 
He can't vote here and I'm glad 
ot it. I have utter contempt for 
what he stands for and he knows 
it.'' 

Vice President Nixon, hearing 
Smith was rooting for him in the 
1950) campaign, tjuickly retorted: 
"Generally, what Smith says 
should never be dignified by a 
comment. But this time ... 1 
think it is clearly necessary . , . 
for me to say that there is no 
place in the Republican Party for 
race-baiting merchants of hate 
liU Gerald L. K. Smith." 

One of the penalties of denounc- 
ing Smith and his fellow-racists 
in this manner, as their publica- 
tions show, is that the denouncer 
will in turn be denounced — as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of 
the Jews, or very often, howcvp*- 
fantastically, simply as a Jew,

THE CONTRIBUTIONS

"It was v^ery naug-hty of Rock- 
well to say I was his 'fat cat,*"

Things 
had gotten so bad, he added, that 
he ^\ws in the ]iroccss of sending 
his wife and three children^ to 
Iceland, Mrs. Rockwell's original 
home. 

Then he was launched on the 
subject of Arrowsmith. 

"He picked me," said Rockwell 
(and these notes were taken in 
his presence), ''because he wanted 
a tough anti-Jew fighter. He 
wanted them tougher and tougher. 

BOASTS OF BUNCH 
OF REAL TOUGHIES 

"I've got "a bunch of boys m 
Yorkville who are real tough. 
Arrowsmith wanted my boys. All 
I have to do is send for them and 
they'd be here in a flash. They 11 
do anything I ask them." 

These "boys" also were men- 
tit)ned in Rockwell's letter to 
Allen, which said: "The boys are 
coming from Xew y(;jk for tlie 
the work here — no guts in the 
local citizens. . . ." One of the 
young bully-boys who went south 
at Rockwell's l)idiling for the 
Atlanta and Washington picket- 
ing last July (niost of the slogans 
were pro-Nasser) was 21-year old 
George Leg^etX, 111-29 78th Ave., 
Forest Hills/ leader of a group in 
Queens and Yorkville called the 
United Nordic Federation. 

Leggett, who has no German 
blood, used the name of George 
von Lichter and was known as 
the Fuehier of Forest Hills. He 
is currently in jail awaiting sen- 
tence for plotting with his gang 
last Januai-y to rob a bank of 
f>40,000 to finance an upstate camp 
for *' training storm troopers."

Literature of the above persons and organizations con- 
tains voluminous material critical of Jews and Israel differing 
not at all in character and content from v^hat would be expected 
of persons writing in the anti- Semitic field.

Interested In Arab refugee problems - all dealt with In a manner 
to serve SMITH'S ends (in retaining his following) as well as, 
if not more so than, Arab interests. Where the one begins and 
the other ends cannot be determined. Consequently, it has been 
considered that the reporting of voluminous anti-Israel 
(necessarily pro- Arab) articles would serve no valuable purpose 
at this time. 

It would not be surprising were it learned that DAVID 
BURK's articles in the "New York Dally News'* are merely part of

This Investigation is based upon a series of five 
articles entitled "Peddling Hate in America: Egypt's NASSER" by 
DAVID BURK which appeared in the "New York Daily News" 
during January 20-24, 1959 • 

In the first article of the series, BURK stated (in part), 
referring to the "nearly 90 dynamite blasts (that) have echoed 
around the country in the last two years aimed mainly at Jews, 
Negroes and sincere Christian citizens who have publicly backed 
these groups," that: ^'practically every operation fitted into a 
national pattern which, authorities believe, was etched by a loose- 
linked network of American neo-fascist groups peppered around the 
country. This hate corps .today has emerged as a fifth column 
acting in behalf of President GAMAL ABDEL NASSER of the so-called 
United Arab Republic and his dreams of empire.. •The race groups 
here, coordinated rather than organized and with a total following 
throughout the country that officials estimate at not more than a 
few thousand, are zealously following NASSER'S line. But what, 
you may ask, could NASSER possibly want with a fifth column in the 
United States? The answer, as officials at the Department of 
Justice explained it to me, is transparently simple. .The NASSER- 
dominated segment of the Arab world, fed on an information diet 
prescribed by our native racists, frankly regards not only 
American Jewry but the U. S. Administration, too, as the 
fountainhead of Israelis moral and financial help. Looked at in 
this light, NASSER must knock out Israel's backers in the U. S. 
before he can keep his pledge to his followers to knock out Israel 
Itself. The U. S. thus becomes a legitimate 'second front,' 
NASSER himself, back in the early 50s when he still was the 
unassuming Col. NASSE R^ Egyptian prime minister under fatherly 
I \ whom he later liquidated as subtly as any 

trained Kremlinite, once told me bitterly in Cairo. 'America is 
in the hands of the Zionists. The Jews control the press and 
government. The Arab voice is never heard. How can we fight back?' 
For at least four years now he has been fighting back, using 
Egyptian military intelligence officers and men who can hide behind 
diplomatic immunity as the contact men, and a group of individuals 
and periodicals as his mouthpieces. The periodicals, all neatly 
arranged in alphabetical order on the Attorney General's List of 
Subversive Publications, rarely go to press without some item of 
NASSER'S propaganda, and their own outpourings turn up in Arab 
press and broadcasts. The basic hope is that, by breeding hatred 
and suspicion of the Jews, outraged public opinion might force 
Congress to stop official support for Israel. With a little 
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additional shove. Congress might even be persuaded to legislate 
against support for Israel from Jewish organizations .The 
Atlanta Temple bombing, however, triggered a series of shocks.... 
thanks to a story carried exclusively in THE NEWS, the link 
between the Arabs and the hate -mongers held responsible for the 
blast suddenly emerged. .At the New York information office 
maintained by the Arab League, but largely dominated by NASSER, 
at the UAR delegation to the United Nations and at the UAH embassy 
in Washington, a firm front was maintained against 'these undesirabl 
elements.' The order had gone out: 'Deny, deny, deny.' The hate- 
mongers I sought out have been less discreet ... .Even the Egyptians a 
apt to break down under stress. During a long talk one night in 
Washington with an official of the UAR embassy, I was repeatedly 
assured that not only would no one from his government have 
dealings with 'these scrum,' they would kick them out bodily if they 
dared to cross the embassy threshold. But finally he raised his 
hands shoulder high in extreme exasperation and snarled: 'What can 
we do if these people want to help tell our story? Is that our 
fault? You know as well as I do that the Jews control your so-called 
free press here. Only the Zionists voices are heard.' He might 
have been quoting straight from an American hate sheet, or from 
Cairo Radio." 

In the second article of the series BURK stated (in part) 
that after the Atlanta, Georgia temple bombing on October 12, 1958, 
Cairo Radio, "which is under the personal supervision of .NASSER, " 
announced that: "It is reported from the United States that unknown 
persons have destroyed a synagogue in the citycf Atlanta. It is 
further reported that publications throughout the Southern states 
are carrying hostile articles against the Jewish community." 
Pointing out that such publications could only have been "those 
put out by America's neo-fascist groups whose activities identify 
them daily more closely as a NASSER fifth colxmnj' BURK then mentione 
that "such hate sheets as... and "The Cross and Flag" put out in 
Los Angeles by GERALD L. K. SMITH, print a routine combination of 
pro-NASSER and anti-Jewish propaganda. .. (which) always flood into 
the areas afflicted by racial incidents and violence," Further on 
the article states: "In their anxiety to be all-embracing, to 
reach the hearthstones of American families of different tastes 
and viewpoints, the raciest periodicals adopt a variety of fronts. 
Prom California, GERALD L. K. SMITH offers the Christian approach... 
ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, who calls himself 'major' although the Army 
stripped him of the rank in 1950, pretended he was in U. S. 
intelligence during World War II for the benefit of those who like 
their hate diet served from the top-secret drawer. The House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, in a report on 'Neo-Fascist 
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and Hate Groups' In December^ 195^^ called the monthly Intelligence 
Si;immary WILLIAMS put out from Santa Ana, Calif,, 'a deception** 
(WILLIAMS recently went out of the publishing business, probably 
temporary.) Par from being a high-powered innercircle man, the 
committee said, 'WILLIAMS* intelligence duty comprised less than 
a year as an administrative officer for the intelligence section 
of a bomber wing.' Thus, adds the report, *he would have received 
no intelliRence i nformation dealing with the Communist conspiracy.' 
I 1 a disciple of GERALD L, K. SMITH, thumps the ultra 

nationalist, def end-America tub from California.^' 

In the third article of the series, BURK stated (in part): 
"Soon after the Atlanta Temple bombing. Ambassador KAMIL ABDEL 
RAHIM, suave, ambitious head of the Arab Information Office, was 
recalled to Cairo 'for consultations.' Reliable reports say 
RAHIM, who inspired and founded Arab Information Office in early 
1955^ has been sacked. ., .Back in the early '50's, when RAHIM was 
posted to Washington as Egyptian ambassador, he and his senior 
aids were flattered by the attentions they received from some of 
the racist fanatics. An identity of viewpoint was found on 
several issues, especially regarding the creation of the State of 
Israel and its support by Jews in the U.S. .. .ROBERT WILLIAMS, who 
pretends to readers of his Intelligence Summary that he got the 
whole inside dope on the Communist conspir acy as an in telligence 
officer in World War II, was in touch with | | of the Saudi 

UN delegation, offering pamphlets and mailing lists. Subscriptions 
were taken to such hate sheets as GERALD L. K. SMITH'S The Cross 
and the Flag. .. .RAHIM savj the potential in all these individuals 
and their outlets. Then, when he learned that the Arab Information 
Office officially sponsored by all the Arab League states, would 
have to register with the Justice Department as the agent of a 
foreign power, RAHIM quickly had himself transferred to the Yemen 
delegation to the UN to preserve his diplomatic immunity. The 
Foreign Agents Registration Act, 1938^ As Amended, is specific. 
Any person or organization engaging in propaganda in behalf of a 
foreign power must send the Justice Department a half-yearly 
report listing its staff, activities, income and expenses. The 
Arab Information Office, which now has branches in Washington, 
Chicago, San Francisco and Ottawa, opened its New York headquarters 
in March, 1955." After hinting the possible untrustworthy returas 
by the Arab Information Centers "to the Foreign Agents Registration 
Section of the Unitfed States Department of Justice, BURK added: 
"But the propaganda field is one in which money moves in mysterious 
ways . It is not even probable that the Arab Information Office is 
cooking its books. The penalties for any breach of the law are 
severe. But there is nothing to prevent the Egjrptian embassy or 
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UN delegation, or those of the other Arab states involved, from 
footing bills in behalf of the AIO. Moving behind their shield of 
diplomatic immunity their finances are not controlled in any way 
by the U. S. authorities. Whatever monies pass to the American 
racist groups would certainly be handed over in cash. Ever here 
there is no difficulty in avoiding official scrutiny. In any 
free money market, like Lebanon or S\irit2erland, both handily on 
the route from Cairo to New York, dollars can be bought in any 
quantity without the transaction being recorded. Since diplomatic 
bags are sacrosanct, there is no way of telling how much cash, if 
any, is brought here in this way. Except for GERALD L, SMITH, 
none of the race groups has any special obligation under law to 
report either the amount of its income or its source, SMITH is in 
a separate category because his Christian National Crusade takes 
an active, if never welcome, part in political campaigns and elec- 
tions . This obliges him to report his expenses and income to the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives under the Corrupt Practices 
Act. SMITH, whose Cross and the Flag carries even more than the 
usual quota of Arab propaganda, picks his favorite candidates in 
every Congressional and Presidential election and announces that 
his 'National Political Committee' will throw the full weight of 
its support behind the chosen ones..,. One of the penalties of de- 
nouncing SMITH and his fellow-racists in this manner, as their public 
tions show, is that the denouncer will in turn be denounced — as a 
pawn of the Jews, a hireling of the Jews, or very often, however 
fantastically, simply as a Jew,*' Further, suggesting that SMITH'S 
reports to Congress under the Corrupt Practices Act as a ^'national 
political committee" list contributors who "seem to exist only 
on paper" BURK stated: "SMITH, on his own printed admissions, is 
virtually in constant contact with Egyptian officials and diplomats. 
In last January's issue of The Cross and the Flag, he boldly identi- 
fies one of his friends in an article titled: 'A Guest From Egypt.' 
On a visit to Washington, writes SMITH, 'I was called upon by a 
brilliant voung m an who is a citizen of Egypt. His name is 
J \ He is a Journalist and a radio commentator,' 

[ however, is not a Journalist and radio commentator. He 
is a major in army intelligance, one of the platoon of intelligence 
agents NASSER spikes his foreign missions with.

are worthy of mention. So also is the fact that the Egyptian 
State Information Department in Cairo, publisher of most of the

That is one of the advantages 
of working in a free country 3 a fact Egyptians, especially, would 
appreciate." 

In the fourth and fifth articles of the series, there 
appeared no other information implicating SMITH with Arab 
propaganda except probably the concluding statement in the fifth 
article that "the Jigsaw pieces had clicked into place," that 
various persons including "SMITH" were tied into "a network of 
subversive hate. Each group feeding on the others like jungle 
animals on a diet of shady finance, propaganda gimmicks, and 
methods and ideas that reek of Red Moscow and Nazi Berlin." 
(In this passage "SMITH" could equally apply to GERALD L. K. SMITH 
and one CHARLES SMITH of the "New York Racist Porum" mentioned

[ furnished information on January 31^ 1957 that 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) was organised in St. 
Louis, Missouri in 19^7^ and moved its headquarters to Glendale, 
California in 1953, where it continues to be located; that from 
the parent CNC, subsidiary organizations, including the Christian 
Nationalist Party (of America}, have developed; that these 
organizations all reflect in their literature the imprint of 
their chief organizer and director, GERALD L. K. SMITH, whose 
basic argument has been that this nation, traditionally Christian, 
and racially segregated, is threatened by anti-Christian and 
racially ' mongrelizlng" forces such as communism and inter- 
nationalism, all domlnantly motivated by International Jewry 
vjhich controls this country financially and politically; and 
that these organizations are not membership organizations, but 
represent followers who contribute to them or subscribe to their 
literature. Although GERALD L. SMITH and his close associates 
are not known to have appealed to illegal action, the tenor of 
their statements and program is intensely anti-Semitic, as in- 
directly indicated by the slogan of the Christian Nationalist 
Party, announced in 1950, which was: ''One Faith - One Race - 
One Nation/' 

Issues of The Cross and the Flag' (TCTP) dated 
November, 195^ and November, 1958, which identify that publi- 
cation as the official monthly organ of the CNC, set forth on 
page 26 the same statement showing ownership, management and 
circulation of TCTP as required by law.

State Economic Council"^ a pamphlet edited by MERWIN 
K. HART, reflects that the name of this publication 
has been changed to the "National Economic Council", 
with the address 350 Fifth Avenue, New York City 
(Empire State Building). 

The October 1, 1957 issue (letter #4:'.6) of 
a pamphlet entitled "Economic Council Letter" contains 
the following information on the last page thereof:

Chief VILORD also made available 
a pamphlet entitled^ "Know Your Enemy," by ROBERT H. WILLIAMS. 
The pamphlet, "Itnow Your Enemy,'*' contained the following 
statement: 

"We must understand that the internal enemy is 
not confined to the Communist Party as such. We must understand 
that the aggregate of Zionist organisations which promotes 
a world revolution paralleling Communism or complementing 
it as an ally and prptector is far more powerful than the 
Communist Party^ having the confidence of many of our highest 
officials by holding a terror! sb weapon over them." 

This pamphlet also includes the following: 

"Why are so many Jews Cortjnunists in tolerant America?" 
"Why are all the Communist spy rings and the important 
Communist leaders and their attorneys Jewish?" 

The May 4^ 1955 ^ edition of the "New York World Telegram 
and Sun," on page 1, carried an article entitled, "New Bigots 
Spread Same Old Poison." This article is by-lined by JACK 
STEELE/ a Scripps-Ho ward staff writer. STEELE lists the 
following individuals as writers of this material: 

CONDE MG GINLEY 
ROBERT H. WILLIAM S 
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Regarding ROBERT H. WILLIAMS, STEELE comments, 
"This California pamphleteer and hate-sheet editor parades 
his bigotry under the guise of Intelligence. He advertises, 
that his former serviqe as an Air Force counter-intelligence 
officer m^kes his publication vital for governors, mayors, 
police and citizens interested in preventing sabotage and 
revolution.

" In a 1952 pampiilet defending the work of his committee, 
he gave these views on anti-Semitism t 'There is anti-Semitism 
and it is un-^American, but it is not a badge of disloyalty 
to the US, It is unreasonable and irrational and it is 
un-Christian and amoral but it isn't a crime.

1959> ^t^ted\from his own knowledge he could not furnish any 
specific instance which would prove that CONDE MC GINLEY 
or his associates advocate, condone or incite violence tor 
the purpose of denying others their constitutional rights. 
He stated, however, he believes MC GINLEY is a dedicated 
fanatic, and although he will not openly write advocating 
violence^ that such can be inferred from various writings 
in his newspaper, "Common Sense" and from his cooperation in the 
past ;vith various anti-Semitic and anti-integration groups. 
He stated that in his opinion, it could .be poncluded from 
MC GINLEY 's writings and actions that he desires elimination 
of all minority groups and probably feels that this must be 
accomplished by violence.

The '''Arab News and Views" is a four page, pamphlet 
published monthly and sometimes more frequently. This particular 
media is devoted to social , economic and political news relating 
to the Arab countries. 

The social and economic views portrayed are of no 
interest to this inquiry • The political views are favorable 
to the Arab causes and problems; however , in some issues the 
political coliamns are mildly critical of the Algerian situation 
(1957) and the attempt by Israel to exploit the (UN) Security 
Council for propaganda purposes.

- On March 19, 1959/ JAMES MADOLE voluntarily 
appeared at the New Yorl? Office of the Federal Bureau of- 
Inv estigation and was Interviewed by SAS THOMAS G, SPENCER 
and I I 



JAI^IES H. MAPOLE advised that in connection with . - 
material he has published for the National Renaissance Party 
(NRP), he has never been approached by any representative 
of any foreign government to act on their behalf. He also 
stated that no foreign government official has requested him 
to publish any material favoring a particular stand of a 
foreign government in any of his/ MADOLE TS, publications. 
MADOLE also advised that at no time has. he ever received 
any money from any agency of any foreign government in 
connection with his associations wlththe NRP/or for any 
othex reason, MADOLE further advised that at no time had 
he ever been approached by a representative of a foreign 
government with a solicitation that MADOLE publish material 
concerning 9, foreign government in any of his > MADOLE 'S, 
publications. MADOLE stated^ however/ that he has, on numerous 
occasions^ publishec^ material in his publication, principally 
the ^'National Renaissance. Bulletin/' concerning matters in which 
a foreign government had an interest. Although MADOLE frankly 
stated he covild. not aff 03?d to be specific in this regard, that 
he did, from time to time, publish in his '^National Renaissance 
Bulletin" economic and political material affecting countries 
other than the United States; He stated that if the material 
in question was pertinent to a particular problem in a foreign 
country, he would supply this particular foreign government, 
either in the United States, or abroad, with copies of his 
material dealing with this particular problem. 

When questioned concerning whether the bulk of 
his material was concerned with the so-called Middle East . 
countries, MADOLE stated that he did not want to answer that 
question directly, and replied that the information might 
concern any country in the world, MADOLE indicated that he 
would not specify any particular fp3?eign representative 
or foreign goverrmaent which he had furnished literature 
to, inasmuch as he did not want to divulge his contacts in 
this regard. 
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MADOLE was questioned v^hether he had ever received 
any correspondence resulting from his furnishing copies of his 
"National Renaissance Bulletin'' to representatives of foreign 
governments. MADOLE stated that he had never received any 
replies from any government to whom he had sent his material 
in which that government had commented on the content of 
his material, MADOLE stated that not only had he not received 
any acloiowledgements in sending this material^ but that he 
had not received any remuneration for having directed this 
material to these foreign governments. 

MADOLE stated that during the past several years 
he had obtained quantities of literature published by 
foreign governments which he had stamped with the name of his 
party^ the NRP^ and had distributed to members of this party. 
He stated he had never sold any of this literature^ and 
indicated that it would not be profitable to attempt to 
sell this type of literature. MADOLE Indicated that this 
literature was obtained from many different foreign countries 
and was by no means restricted to Arab countries^ although 
it was primarily concerned with countries which have a 
strong nationalistic tendency. MADOLE again stated that he 
would not specifically indicate which countries he had obtained 
literature from<i or any specific foreign representative who 
had furnished him with such literature. He explained generally 
this literature dealt with the same aims and objectives which 
the NRP supports. 

Concerning the NRP^ MADOLE stated that he had never 
made public the number of its members^ and would not do so 
at this time; however, he indicated that several i-^eeks ago, 
when he was robbed, that over 5,000 names were taken from his 
files, and this did not include all the names which he 
maintained. He stated, however, that he did not necessarily 
mail the bulletin or other literature to everyone on his 
mailing list, inasmuch as the cost would be prohibitive. 
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MADOLE would not indicate the number of persons to whom he 

did mail literature, or the number of copies of the "National 

Renaissance Bulletin/' which are produced each month. He 

added that he knows that his literature has been received 

in all states of the United StateSj, and in many foreign 

countries. MADOLE explained that finances for the party 

are obtained from contributions and from the sale of the 

"National Renaissance Bulletin," and other party literature. 

He stated that he is the only person who is authorised in 

the NRP to print literature, and to his knowledge, no other 

individual has ever used the sta^Tap of the NRP on any 

literature. He indicated he knows of no person in the NRP 

who has been solicited by a foreign covernment to pe rform 

any services* MADOLE identified an ind ividual named I I be 

as a follox^er of the NRP by the name of I | b7c 

who resides at I 1 but 

indicated that he was not more active than any other NRP 

member, and had never been in contact with any foreign 

government in behalf of the NRP, so far as MADOLE knows, 

MADOLE said that it was his opinion that the 
'*New ¥oi?k. Daily News" ai?ticles concerning him, 
which had been written by DAVID BURK, were instigated and 
probably written by the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B*rith, in New York City, in an effort to embarrass the 
United Arab Republic Government at a time when it was 
peeking a re-approachment with the United States aovernment. 
He based this observation on the fact that the November, 
1958, Anti-Defamation League Bulletin contained information 
and pictures identical to those which lat^r appeared in 
the.

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'benjamin Preedman nevei'* let up in his search for 
truth and in his determination to speak and print the truth. 
His findings told him that the rank anf file Jew and Gentile 
had been deceived by the small clique ruling the Sanhedrin, 
Mr. Preedman set out to^undo the work of Satan's agents, - and 
thus remove the. -shackles from both Jew and Gentile. He 
resolved to do this by oral and printed wor^d. 

"He set up the League for Peace with Justice in 
Palestine in 1946 and founded the first Conference of 
Christians and Moslems in 1950. He ran page ads in leading 
newspape3;^s over the United States^ spending more than a half 
million dollars exposing the Palestine conspiracy and the 
anti-Christian plot. He continued this as long as newspapers 
would accept the ads. When the newspapers refused to accept 
ads which Mr. Preedman and those Jews associated with him 
submitted - - - regardless of their truth, their crying need, 
and the patriotic character of their content - Mr. Preedman - 
felt the door had been closed to his propagation of the 
printed word. 

"V/lth the press (and of course radio and television) 
denied him, the future looked glum for this patriot. There 
v/as one ray of hope. Mr. Preedman knew of a fighting little 
ant i -Communist paper, printed in Union, N.J^ which had 
carried on a relentless, forthright ant 1 -Communist fight 
for some years. Perhaps they would run these ads and even 
whole issues. Mr. Preedman arranged to meet another American 
patriotic, Conde McGlnley, Editor of the above paper. 

''Several lengthly coiiferences ensued. Mr. McGlnley 
went over the matter thoroughly with Mr. Preedman. At length, 
convinced of his sincerity and that he knew what he was about, 
and realizing only too well the need for e^^tenslve education 
with regard to the Jewish question in general, and par*ticularly 
the Zionist phase, decided to open the columns of COMMON SENSE 
to Mr. Preedman. 
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"He submitted copy and paid for several entire issues of 
the paper J running off average of 200^000 copies an issue. 
Most of these copies were mailed out first^ £lassj at Mr. 
Freedman's expense, to some of the most'^inf luen^ial people 
in the world, A terrific campaign of education was carried 
on, which later resulted in the change in opinion and policy 
of some of the most important world leaders. 

"Meanwhile^ Mr. Preedman continued to lecture. His 
subsequent appearances included lectures before Christian 
religious leaders of different denominations, clerical and lay, 
and civic and business leaders. No group was top big or tdo small. 
No hour of the da.y was too early or too late, no distance 
too far, as long as more Americans could be informed. 

''Ben Freedman was willing to spend and be spent for 
the sake of Christ, His never-ending, long hour r seven day 
week - activity of lecturing, writing and counseling has borne 
fruit over the years. Today he is the confidant of some of 
the biggest men in the country, and many outside of the country. 
He is recognized as this countryis .foremost authority on the 
Palestine and Israel question. Senators and Congressmen of 
both parties seek his counsel, 

'^Mr. Freedman has expended his limit and is unable to 
help the anti-Christ campaign financially in any way. However, 
h^ is giving his full time and efforts and is making available 
his vast store of knowledge. He will gladly speak anywhere in 
the United States if he ip reimbursed for the bare cost of 
transportation. 

"Mr. Freedman is at present available for talks or 
lectures before small or large groups. He covers not only 
the Palestine - Arab - Israel question, so impor*tant at this 
time, but the whole Communist question, and invites any and 
all questions on the subject and any phase of Marxism,
